It is plain to see that the 
writer means to apply these 
verses to the Church of God. 
He means that her ministers 
are the false prophets and 
false teachers that have slip- 
ped in among the “pentecos- 
tal holiness” people and are 
privily bringing in the dam- 
nable heresies among their 
people.

our children in this way? 

It would appear that many 
think the ways of earth are 
all right for the young people, 
judging their conduct. No 
doubt some are doing what 
they think is right about the 
children, evidently tew are 
hitting the right mark, for in 
general the children are not 
in the experience of . saving 
grace. 

We are commanded to 
“train up a child in the way 
it should go and when he is 
old he will not depart from 
it.” Are we doing this? 

Young children do not 
know the way theyshould go. 
It is cruel to turn them loose 
in the wicked world. We 
cannot expect them to learn 
from the world the wavs of 
truth and right, any more 
than we would expect the 
wolves to take care of the 
little lambs. 

But it is the duty of the 
parents to teach the littlefeet 
the way of safety. We can- 
not excuse ourselves on the 
pretense that we don’t know 
how, we can certainly do 
what we can, and if we have 
a willing mind God will most 
surely help us, as in all other 
service. 

We should begin when the 
children are small, don’t wait 
until they have grown up 
and control the house, but 
bring them under subjection 
in every thing, from baby- 
hood. 

Mother, you should con- 
trol your child as to what it 
eats and wears and in every 
thing that makes its little life. 
It may take a little time, but 
it is time well spent, and you 
will never reget it in after 
years, but if you neglect your 
child you will reget it in aft- 
er years. 

Children should not be al- 
lowed to “tease” and beg 
and get almost every thing 
they can think of, this is a 
good way to spoil and lose 
control of your child to allow 
him to do this. 

We should not be harsh 
or rough with the children,

Take special painsto teach 
them the importance of being 
saved and getting an exper- 
ience where they shall feel 
God’s presence, have Him 
answer prayer, protect them 
and direct their lives. And 
if we can once get them 
started in the Christian life, 
we canmore easily lead them 
on to the fullness of salvation. 

You shouldteach the child- 
ren the effect of associati ns. 
You will find it a very diffi- 
cult task to bring your child 
up for God if you allow them 
to associate with those who 
are worldly minded.
